May Baoiiflce Lives. 
Neweaatle, June 7. — Great numbers 
of the enemy atill occupies Mejuba 
bin, Laing'e Nek and* the Pogdanl 
range as far east as Englebrecht's pass. 
On the Ballasberg the positions they 
hold are particularly strong. General 
Christian Botha, Foure and Pretorius 
are in command. Should they obsti- 
nately refuse to yield and still continue 
fighting they will in all probability 
fall back on Lydenburg by way of Br- 
m^o, with proepeeta ot a lafe retreat 
into the almoat tnaceeaslble mountains 
of the Murchl.son range. Their task to 
prevent Buller's entry into the Trans- 
vaal by way ot V<rthiint can only re- 
sult in failure and unneceeenry lOM of 
life on both sidee. 

■oer Knvoys Rneouraged. 
Laeroase, Wis., June 7.-— The party 
of Boer envoys pamed through this city 
en route for St. Paul, itepping here 20 
minutes. An immense crowd greeted 
them at the depot. The party was 
Joined here by 'fbeodore Kooh oC tiie 
Bt Pauf railway commission. Mr. 
Fischer said: "We have received more 
encouragement from the American 
people than expected and -we had a 
great demonstration too. There is 
nothing disheartening in the situa- 
tion in South Africa. Simply because 
Pretoria has been ^ken is no sign the 
Wlur win end Mon; we em not con- 
q^uered yet by any means and the Bng- 
llab QUI expect a hard fight yet."

There were 942 votes cast for 
auditor as follows: Miller 578, Hand- 
lin 355, Corbln 5, Powell 4. 

Judge L. U. Tavenner. the leading 
opponent Oil Joflta tUAt for the nomi- 
nation of gJTAmor, then addressed the 
convention- In. support of the entire 
ticket. 

Former Goverhor MacCorkle jutated 
that if the seconding speeches contin- 
ued unlimited in number the conven- 
tion could not conclude this week.

Waterbury, Conn., June 7. — The 
Democratic state convention assem-

The paper adds that the presi- 
dent qp to last Friday had decided to 
seek refuge on bqard the Dutch cruiser 
FricKland, now off Lorenzo Marques, 
and asserts; "There is beyond dl'ibt, 
good reason to believe that instruc- 
tion on the subject have been cabled 
to the commander oit the warship."

In Replying to Saggestloo That Great 
Britain Show Her Teeth ihe 
Fressier Bald They Wera 
la Sonth Africa. 



London, June 7. — It is understood 
here that if the United States expects 
to take Independent or fnttlatlve action 
in China as might be gathered from 
special dispatches quoting Congressman 
HItt, it Is depending on a contingency 
which appears very remote indeed. 

From every continental capital 
comes reports of how keenly the pow- 
ers appreciate the far eastern crisis,* 
yet the British foreign office retains 
the apathetic attitude which for years 
has diattagulshed Its Chinese policy. 
Though the "Boxers" outbreak has 
doubled in virulence and International 
complications have since cropped up, 
the Marquis of Salisbury appears to 
have taken' no steps to meet the amer-i 
gency. 

A press representative was Informed 
ofllclally that the Brltiph minister at 
Peking, Sir Claude MacDonald, and his 
assistants are stHl In complete charge 
of the situntion and are relied upon to 
meet any circura.«tances which may 
arise, armed as they are with author- 
ity to call upon the Britinb-Chtnese 
squadron for more troops If they are 
needed. The government under.itinds 
that the diplomatic and naval authori- 
ties on the spot are co«operating har- 
moniously and so long as this state of 
affairs continues Lord Salisbury sees 
no immediate necessity for taking 
steps over the British minister's head. 

In short the feeling prevails in Brit- 
ish govsmment circles that the "Box- 
ers" ontbreak Is not Hkely to result 
more seirlously than many former up- 
risings in that quarter of the globe. 
Moreover, Lord Salisbury, perhaps, 
more than any man In pablic life in 
Bngland, reall«es how great aM the 
difficulties with which Great Brit^iin 
is hedged in at the present moment. 
Replying to a'privajfte letter the other 
day which suggested that Great Britain 
should show her teeth more, Lord Sal- 
isbury said that unfortunately Eng 
land'steeth were now in South Africa 

In spite of the fact that the press Is 
o^cially infixed that Great Britain 
has nevftr sounded -other powers with 
the view of securing co-operation In a 
new and vigorous Chinese policy nor 
been sounded as to such action by any 
power, there are many rumors that 
such steps are under consideration. A 
member of a foreign embassy In Lon- 
don tells the press that it is certain 
the British foreign oBec la Contem- 
plating sending ihstmctlons to all Its 
ministers to secure the support of 
other governments, especially that of 
the United States, in a plan of action. 
Though Russia mnght be invited to 
join, this concert would have for its 
ulterior object the frustration of any 
designs Russia may habor for making 
capital out of the present troubled 
state of affairs in China. 

This statement the British foreign 
offlee categorically and emphatleally 
denies. But even if the denial is 
prompted by motives of policy, it can 
be said without reserve that Great 
Britain will take no action on her own 
initiative beyond the mere protection 
of her endangered subjects. No 
amount of public pressure could Induce 
Lord Salisbury to enter into further 
complications until the South African 
war is finished. But the tone of the 
British press Is in acute contrast of the 
official a/ttitude. The afternoon news- 
pai>er8 are unanimoos In urging a com- 
bination of the powers with a greater 
object Uiaa a mera temporary sajqprsa- 
slon of ths "Boxers."

Wsshington, June 7. — Cbairman 
Payne of the ways and means commit- 
tee was authorised by a recent resolu- 
tion of the hquae to hold, meetings of 
that committee during the recess of 
conferees with a view to preparing a 
bill for the reduction of the revenue 
when that course seemed desirable.

Flint 
and two privates werp wounded.

Oficer 
Goebel will recover. 

Destroyed by Fire. 

Richmond, Va., June 7. — The factory 
and stock of the Virginia and North 
Carolina Wheel company, located a 
short distance below this city, was to- 
tally destroyed by fire. The plant was 
among the largest of its kind in the 
world. About IT') n;oni are thrown out 
of work. The loss is estimate at |175,- 
000, with Insurance of |140.000< The 
fire started in the vicinity of the rim 
sheds which were of wood and were 
full of stock. The factory fire depart- 
ment was utterly unable to cope with 
the flames by material of most in- 
flammable nature, and before the Rich- 
mond Are department arrived, practi- 
cally every l)uil(ling of the plant ex- 
tending over two acres was in flames. 
The fire spread rapidly to the ware- 
house, to the ofllcen, to the drying 
rooms, to the 8p6ke house, to the wheel 
room, the saw mllle and then to the 
factory proper, in which was nearly all 
the machinery of the company. This 
was a brick building but It was quick- 
ly gutted. A small dwelling owned 
and occupied by Mr. I>awrence Dwyer 
was also destroyed. The firemen had 
great diflculty in pravenUac the 
flames from spreading to other adja- 
cent manufacturing plants. 

Oelorado Demeerats. 

Denver. June 7. — The state Demo- 
cratic convention which met hero 
easily surpassed In attendance and en- 
thusiasm any similar gathering of that 
party ever held In Colorado. More than 
one thousand delegates including two 
Arapahoe county delegations of 164 
members eoch, wore as.sembled In the 
Tabor opera house at 10:30 a. m., the 
hour which the convention was to 
meet Of the 72n delegates from out- 
side Denver and Arapahoe county, the 
supporters of Governor Thomas claim 
assurancaa of 426 votes, while the Ma- 
loney delegation clalma SM. State 
Chairman Milton Smith has steadfast- 
ly refused to say what action he would 
take in regard to seating fhe Arapahoe 
delegates, but it is believed that both 
delegations will be Ignored until the 
credentials committee has decided 
upon the proper course to pursue. 

The iron Market. 

Cleveland, June 7.— The Iron Trade 
Review says the dowpward movement 
of prices continues. No figures are re- 
ported In the case of the products in 
which there has been competition all 
along and the week has made more 
certain the formal revision ot prices. 
In other lines, that have been known 
to be only nominal for some time. Re- 
ports of shut downs are more frequent,

St Louis, June 7. — It is one month 
since S,Si5 employes of the Bt Loula 

Transit company struck to seenra a 

recognition of their union and an ad- 
Ju.stnieiit of other grievances and g 
settlement of their differences does not 
seem to be in sight The Transit com- 
pany bos agreed to recognize the union 
and to allow Its employes to belong to 
it, but Insist.s on retaining all the mcu 
who have taken the place of strikers. 

Last week the company agreed to 
take back 1,000 men at once,* 800 within 
30 days and the others as fast as vav 
cancles occurred. The t^trikors insist- 
ed that all or none be taken back and 
here the matter rests. Additional non- 
union men are dally coming to town 
to run the cars and the company now 
claims so many places liavc been filled 
that they can only provide positions 
for less than 1,000 of the old employes. 

Gradually the Transit company ha.s 
resumed service ou all but two or 
tlirec of its lines, but is not running 
the usual number ot cars, on any one 
of them and only one at night It has 
been dccldeil to run night cars from 
now on with polii.*- protection. 

About 500 deputies in squads were 
sent out to guard the various power 
bouses and other Traction company 
property. 

The police have made several arrests 
in connection with the recent assault 
on women. Among those arrests are 
three young girls, who have confessed 
that they ^oolc part in the assault on 
Miss Pauline Hesser at Tenth unJ 
Geyer avenue. 

Since the strike began numerous 
stories of a sensational character have 
been sent out by irresponsible persons. 
One story to the effect that Maude- 
Thomas, 17 years old, astride a mule, 
led S.OOO . strikers to the Carondelet 
power house with the object of de- 
stroying that building Is wholly with- 
out foundation. 

Among the affidavits filed in the 
United States circuit court in connec- 
tion with the proceedings for an In- 
junction against street railway strik- 
ers is one signed by R. L. Wilson and 
B. A. Drushel, In which grave charges 
are preferred against National Presi- 
dent William D. Mahon of the Amal- 
gamated Association of Street Railway 
employes of America as well as against 
the president of Division lOt. The at- 
fidavlt Is as loUows: 

Wilson and Drushel who were resi- 
dents ot Cleveland, Ohio, during the 
street car strike last year and are now 
employed by the St. Louis Transit 
company, Wilson as a conductor, 
Drusbell as a motorman, swear that 
Mahon and HariT Bryan, while coun- 
seling good order and advi.sing against 
violence in public, in private meetings 
"by their manner, speech, innuendo 
and conduct, gave the afflants and 
their mcmlier.s of the association to 
understand that they were at liberty 
to Indulge in any kind of violence that 
would interrupt the operations ot 
street railway lines and prevent other 
men from operating cars thereon." 

Mr. Mabon when seen in regard to 
these charges said: "I deny complete- 
ly the charges of Wilson and Drushel."
